Uptand city tax rate for the 
current fiscal year will be the same 
as for last year. The rate, as 
fixed by the city council this week, 
is $1.93. 

With the purchase of a new 
fire truck ordered, with the fire 
hall to be slightly altered, with 
the library to cost slightly more 
than last year and with the city 
participating in the unemploy- 
ment relief program, the council 
will not increase the tax rate. 


The rate is made up by funds 
as follows: General, 84 cents; 
park, 20 cents; library, 23.5 cents, 
and bonds, 65 cents.
